was a time when there was greater need 
for the application of democratic prin- 
ciples than today. Down east, in Dela- 
ware, I learned more about some other 
things then about future candidates for 
the presidency. I found that many re- 
publicans were fighting against a man 
hamed Addicks. 1 found that in some 
places three-quarters of the voters had 
received money for their votes. But I 
could not draw the line between Addicks 
who wanted to buy a senatorship with his 
Own money and run it for his own in- 
terests and other men who buy an office 
for a corporation and run {ft for the in- 
terests of the corporation. What, my 
friends, do vou say of men who buy sen- 
atorships with the money of corpora- 
tions and go to congress as slaves of the 
corporations. The senate would not even 
take up for consideration the house bil! 
for the control of the trusts. These men 
are worse than Addicks. If vou wanted 
anything from the Delaware man you 
would talk Addicks, but in these other 
cases you would have to go to the mas- 
ters of the officeholder. I can't draw a 
distinction between 
their votes for $ and the one who makes 
a million trading in party politics. I re 
member a case where J. P. Morgan made 
millions on a matter of republican policy 
All the difference between Addicks and 
the rest is that he confessed openly to 
what the others do secretly. 

“I have been accused of preventing 
‘harmony. No man wants harmony more 
than I do, and no one has suffered more 
for a lack of it than I have. But you 
can’t keep in one organization men who 
Want to cut each other's throats. They 
accuse me of saving hard things against 
Cleveland. I never said anything about 
him so hard as did President McKinley, 
who said, ‘Clevetand is trying to make 
money the master, and all things else the 
servant.’ 

“Iam not ashamed of the humble part 
I may have had in driving out of the 
democratic party a man who tried to 
Make money the master and everything 
else the servant. I want him in some 
other party than ours. I would be glad 
to help organize one for his exclusive 
use,”’ 

Judge George L. Yaple, of Mendon. who 
is the nominee for supreme judge for a 
term of ten years to succeed Judge Frank 
Hooker, was nominated without any 
Other name being presented to the con- 
vention.

PENNELL AND WIFE 
MADLY RACE IN AUTO 
O’ER CLIFF TO DOOM 


Husband Instantly Killed and Wife Dying--Pennell 
Implicated in Burdick Mystery=-Accused of Be- 
ing Intimate with Mrs. Burdick. 


Buffalo, N. Y., March 10.—More terrt- 
ble probably than the death of E. lL. 
Burdick was the tragedy that occurred 
late this afternoon when Arthur R. Pen- 
nell, one of the chief figures in the in- 
vestigation of the Burdick murder, was 
hurled headlong into eternity. 

Mr. Pennell was riding in his electric 


automobile with Mrs, Pennell. They were 


on Kensington avenue, near Fillmore ave- 
nue, skimming along the edge of the 
Gehrs stone quarry, a hugh rock-ribbed 
hole in the ground. Mr. Pennell’s hat 
blew off. 

The automobile swerved and in some 
inexplicable manner it leaped over the 
curb into the abyss below. Pennell was 
Kilied instantly, his head being crushed 
to an unrecognizable mass. Mrs. Pennell 
was injured so severely that the surgeons 
at the Sisters hospital, to which she wes 
taken, say her chances of recovery are 
very slight. 

Two boys saw the tragedy. They were 
too far away to know positively how it 
happened. Mrs. Pennell when found was 
unable to speak. She was only semi- 
conscious when taken to the hospital, and 
could speak no coherent words. After the 
operations performed immediately by Dr.

avenue. A friend who called up Mr. 
Pennell on the telephone about 5 o'clock 
Was advised that Mr. Pennell was in, but 
that he was going for a drive. Mr. Pen- 
nell himself answered the telephone and 
said that he would be back between 6:39 
and 7 o'clock, making an appointment 
with his friend for that hour. 

“Would 6 o’clock do?” he was asked. 

“Oh, well, you might come at 6 o'clock. 
but you better make it later,”’ said Mr. 
Pennell. 

Those were the last words Pennell was 
known to speak to any one except Mrs. 


Pennell, save that he went back to the. 


sairs and called out to Lizzie Romance, 
the maid: “Lizzie, we will be back be- 
tween 6 and 7 o’clock.’’ 

Then he and Mrs. Pennell rode away in 
the automobile. 4 

It was learned tonight that the matter 
mentioned in the telephone talk was 
something he considered as serious and 
which weighed heavily upon him. It 
was in connection with the Burdick mur- 
der. 

Recently Mr. Pennell made the fdllow- 
ing statement: 

“About this case of Burdick I have 
told the authorities I went away to New 
York before the murder and that I met 
Mrs. Burdick while I was away. In fact, 
I saw Mrs. Burdick near New York two 
or three days before the murder of Mr. 
Burdick, I came home again Wednesday, 
the day before the murder. I have told 
it frankly and the meeting was a proper 
one. But they seem to be determined 
to drag all this business out in the papers. 
I would do anything to stop it.’’ 

Pennell and his wife left their home 
at 4:50 o'clock, or one or two minutes 
before that time. It was a gloomy af- 
ternoon, and rain was falling. It seemed 
a strange day for a man to take his 
wife automobiling in the lonely northeast 
section of the city at such an hour. 

Arthur R. Pennell, the dead man, paid 


a great deal of attention to Mrs. Bur-/ 


dick, the widow of the man who was 


murdered at his home-about two weeks | 


ago. 

So devoted was Pennell to Mrs. Bur- 
dick that the latter’s husband put detec- 
tives on their track and obtained evi- 
dence on which he based a suit for di- 
vorce, naming Pennell as ‘corespondent. 

Mrs. Burdick was at Atlantic City when 


her husband was murdered, and it is said 
that Pennell was with her. 

Up to the time of the murder of Bur- 
dick Mr. and Mrs. Pennell were supposed 
to be on bad terms, but since the tragedy 
they have been inseparable. Mrs. Pen- 
nell recently inherited $200,000. 

Pennell was not a veteran at automo- 
biling. Yet he was an expert at hand- 
ling the machine and was experienced as 
to the management. He kept the machine 
in the Utica street station, and it was 
to this station that he satd he went 
between 7:45 and 8:30 o'clock on the night 
Burdick was killed, returning to his home 
about 10 o'clock. He was seen frequent- 
ly in open weather in his machine down 
town and on Delaware avenue and in the 
park. So far as could be learned he 
never had any accidents. Certainly he 
was not regarded as a green or incom- 
petent chauffeur. What was unusual about 
today’s proceeding, according to the maid, 
was that Mrs. Pennell had always told 
her when they would return. ‘Today, 
however,’ said the maid, ‘‘when they 
went out it was Mr. Pennell who told 
me. Mrs. Pennell went On out ahead of 
him and he came back and called me 
and said: ‘Lizzie, we will be back be- 
tween 6:30 and 7 o'clock.’ I said ‘all 
right,’ and they went away. That was 
between 4:40 and 4:50 o'clock, just after 
Mr. Pennell had talked over the tele- 
phone.”’ 

Their route on thelr ride no one can 
tell in detail. 

Captain Cable and the police were try- 
ing tonight to trace the route of the mo- 
bile. 

Mrs. Pennell has been loval to her hus- 
band through his trying experiences dur- 
ing the last ten days. , 

Pennell’s body was received at the 
morgue shortly after 8:30 o'clock. The 
features of the dead man were distorted 
and out of all semblance to their natu- 
ral character. In the pockets were found 
some money and newspaper clippings and 
identification cards from two Hife insur- 
ance companies. 

Some of the newspaper clippings were 
interesting as expressing various emo- 
tions. The titles of some of the verses 
were: “Until you Come,” “That Which 
Is Lost,” “The Fates,’”’ ‘The .Uniaid 
Ghost,” ‘‘Undistinguished Dead,” “A 
Night in June,”’ ‘‘Opportunity.”’ 

The only near witnesses of the first 
events at the quarry were George J. Dun- 
bar and Willlam Lannen, young men 
about twenty vears of age. They were 
on their way home from work when 
Mr. and Mrs. Pennell, in their automo- 
bile, approached them from the _ rear. 
Dunbar’s story of what happened is as 
follows: 

‘We heard the man in the automotie 
ring and looked back. The automobile 
was coming toward us along’ Fillmore 
avenue, but was quite a distance behind 
us, traveling quite fast. We were walk- 
ing near the curb om the north side of 
the street and the machine was coming 
down the center of the street. We saw 
Wwe were out of the way and continued 
walking. Then the man. rang again. 
He was much nearer, of course, but we 
did not turn around. <A third time he 
rang and we both turned around again 
to look back. 

“At that time the automobile was only 
about §)) yards behind us. [I turned 
around just in time to see the. man's 
hat in the air. Just at that instant the 
machine turned sharply to the left. At 
that point is no sidewalk on either side 
of the street. From the curbs on. both 
sides to the quarries is only a few feet. 
I should say for a long strip at the place 
where the man's hat was blown off the 
ledge of flat ground between the curb 
and the brink of the quarry into which 
the automobile ran is only 6 or 7 feet. 
There is no railing around the edge of 
the quarry. When the automobile 
Swerved we both stopped. It was all sp 
quick that no one had a chance to do 
anything. In an instant the machine had 
covered the distance to the edge and 
crashed into the quarry. The machine 
Swerved almost at right angles with the 
street, 

‘Neither the man nor the woman in 
the automobile stood up or attempted 
to jump. I guess it was done too sud- 
denly for that, but the woman screamed 
just about the time the automobile front 
wheels struck the curb. I did not hear 
the man say anything.” 


TRAINS CRASH

McArthur met his death by being 
crushed between the cars, while Neal 
was killed at his work. 

It is said that orders for the trains to 
pass at Danville had been received at 
that station, but had not been delivered to 
the northbound train and the engineer did 
not know that he must take the siding.

Two Important Amendments Are 
Decided on at a Con- 
ference, 


CONCESSION GRANTED 
T0 SENATOR MORGAN 


Democratic Senators Hold a Meeting 
and Decide on Their Course—It 
Is Also Proposed To Amend 


the Cuban Treaty 
Somewhat.

Washington, March 10.—(Special.)—Ths 
democrats of the senate will in all prob- 
ability insist upon the amendment of the 
Panama canal treaty with Colombia in 
two important particulars. 

An informal conference of leading dem- 
cerats was held after adjournment at 
the instance of Senator Gormen today. 
and the gentlemen pfesent were request- 
ed to give their views upon the two 
pending. treaties in detail, It was not a 
caucus, and no final action was taker, 
but the exchange of Views indicated that 
there is a probability of the demoqgats 
insisting upon two amendments to the 
eanal treaty and one to the Cuban treaty 
before they will give their support to 
the pending conventions. Absolute Amer- 
ican contro] with the right to defend and 
fortify, if necessary,-the eanal, is one of 
the amendments whieh had the approval 
ef most of the senators at this after- 
noon’s conference; the other amendment 
to the canal treaty Which will be insisted 
upon will be the elimination. of the claus¢ 
in the treaty as drawn which pledges 
this government against any éffort in the 
future to secure tefritery: belonging *‘o 
any other Central oF South American 


governments as wéll_as jhe republic of 


Colombia. This is Wardéd as an entire- 
ly gratuitous declaration on the matter, 
having no bearing upon the relations be- 
tween this government and Colombia, aud 


It is contended that it has no business in 
this treaty. ‘It is also contended that its 
elimination cannot in any possible degree 
affect the ratification of the treaty by 


Colombia. 
With regard to the Cuban treaty, the 


democrats will, from present indications, 


insist upon the amendment of that docu- 
ment by inserting a declaration that its 
provisions d» not become operative until 
embodicd in an act of the congress. 

Today's conference was attended by 
about fifteen senators, including Senators 
Bacon and Clay. There will be another 
conference, and if at that time it is dis- 
covered that there is practical unanimity 
cf ovinion, as seems most likely, a regu- 
lar caucus will be called. Senator Morgan 
mwas not at today’s conference, but his 
colleague, Senator Pettus, was. Secnators 
who were there decline to discuss what 
eceurred, but it is understood that there 
‘nas practical unanimity of opinion both 
with regard to the amendment of the 
Cuban treaty so as to remove the consti- 
tutional objection to the document as it 
stands and also upon insisting upon the 
amendmen‘ of the Panama canal treaty 
in the two important particulars above 
indicated. 


Early Vote Probable. 

The outlook*fcr an early vote upon the 
Panama treaty has been considerably 
bettered by the conference, and by the 
attitude of Senator Morgan, who has ex- 
pressed willingness to agree to a vote on 
the canal treaty as early as next Satur- 
day, if he is permitted to publish in the 
Congressional Record the speeches he has 
prepared in favor of the amendments he 
has proposed. Senator Morgan has ten 
speeches bearing upon different phases 
of the pending treaty. These he has had 
printed and presented to senators for 
their consideraiion. Republican leaders 
have taken these under consideration, 
and if they contain nothing too critical 
of thei present Colombian government, 
rothing calculated to stir up the resent- 
ment of the Bogota authorities to the ex- 
tent of endangering the ratification of 
the treaty by Colombia or to lead to 
complications of any character, they will 
consent to their publication, with the 
further provision that speeches of some 
republican senator in favor of the treaty 
shall also be printed. Of course Senator 
Morgan has no objection to the publica- 
tion of other speeches. All he desires is 
that his own position shall be properly 
presented to the American people. This 
cannot be done so long as the speeches 
are delivered in executive session. 

It can be said also that the chances for 
comparatively early adjournment of the 
special session of the senate have been 
materially bettered by today’s develop- 
ments. The democrats are as anxious as 
the republicans for a vote upor the two 
treaties. They Teel sure that the repub- 
licans will accede to the suggested 
amendment rather than have the treaties 
fail. It requires a two-thirds vote to 
ratify a treaty, and if the democrats act 
together, as it now seems certain they 
will. the republicans will have to meet 
thelr demands) or the treaties will fail 
of ratification. ‘With the democrats pre- 
senting a united front, they will be abie 
to force the adoption of the amendments 
they propose and which will in their 
judgment greatly strengthen both 
treaties. There will be nothing like a 
filibuster against a vote. Untted, the 
democrats will urge a vote on both 
treaties at an early day. 

Concession to Morgan. 

Senator Morgan today secured the first 
material concession that has been made 
to him by the senate in connection with

| This consisted of an agreement to attach 


the Spooner canal act bodily to the tréa-

DWELLERS ALONG RIVERS | 
STRICKEN BY GREAT FEAR 


Towns Mong the Ohio in Im- 
minent Danger of Being 
Destroyed 


THRILLING TALES TOLD 
OF ESCAPES FROM DEATH 


At Shawneetown, Ills., the People 
Debate the Desertjon of the 
Place and the Cutting of 
the Levees—River High 
at Louisville. 


a 


Evansville, Ind., March 10.—A_ report 
from Shawneetown, Ills., this morning is 
to the effect that the people there are de- 
bating the feasibility of removing from 
the city with their personal property and 
then opening the levee and allowing the 
river to flood the town, thus doing away 
with the great danger of disaster that 
now threatens the place, whicb is situated 
on low ground and protected by a large 
levee, which the people fear may break 
should the river rise much more. A few 
years ago the levee broke at Shawnee- 
town and the place was inundated and 
Scores of people were drowned. 

Locally there is.no danper, as Evansville 
is on high ground, but the surrounding 
country is inundated. The people were 
given ample warning and secured them- 
selves and their movable property and 
stock. The gauge this morning marked 
42.2 and rising with steady rain. The rise 
has been more than half a foot since yes- 
terday. 

Evansville, beyond the reach of the 
flood, no matter how high it goes, with the 
possible exception of some of its suburbs, 
has taken every precaution to prepare for 
the highest water ever known here. 
Pigeon creek, which flows through the 
lower part of the city, was like a river 
today and so high that some of the miils 
Jocated on its banks have been closed 
until the water subsides. 

Steamboats are now dropping their gang 
planks in Water street, something that 
has not been done for many years. The 
boats are still making their regular trips, 
but the runs are unsatisfactory. Many 
thrilling stories are brought to the city 
from below of the narrow escape of peo- 
ple with their lives or their trouble in res- 
cuing live stock and of their efforts to 
Save grain and other personal property 
that had been placed where it was thought 
to be bevond danger. So far no less of 
life has been reported here. 


MILES OF THE LOWLANDS 
ARE COVERED BY WATER 

Louisville, March 10.—Although the Ohio 
river has fallen slightly since vesterday, 
the heavy twelve-hour rain. extending 
over a radius of 50 miles, with its center 
at Toulsville, is expected to cause a ma- 
terial Increase in the volume of water 
now, rushing southward. The local 
weather bureau officials say the _ rise 
which will again be felt tomorrow will 
send the gauge up 2 feet above the dan- 
ger line. 

There has been no damage tn the vicin- 
ity of Louisville. although the lowlands 
In Indiana and Kentucky are covered for 
miles. 

FLOODS IN NEBRASKA 
DESTROY TRAIN SERVICE 

TincolIn, Nebr., March 10.—Train service 
in Nebraska fs paralyzed today on account 
of the floods. Bridges on all the main 
lines of the Burlington and the Union Pa- 
cific were washed out by the flood last 
night. The Rock Island bridge at South 
Bend was torn loose and bore down upon 
the bridges at Touisville, destroying the 
middle spans and the waters washed out 
tne remainder. Today the lowlands on the 
Platte for miles from Schuyler to the 
mouth at Plattsmouth are under water. 
At various places the Union Pacific tracks 
are under water for a mile or two at a 
stretch. 


PEOPLE AND CATTLE 
SAVED BY STEAMERS 


Cairo, I1l., March 10.—The river marked 
48 1-2 feet at 11:30 a. m., which ts a rise 
of three-tenths of an inch since 8 o'clock. 
The Stacker Lee got in from Memphis 
at 10 a. m. loaded down with refugees 
and stock. The entire country below Co- 
lumbus is under water. The boat was 
hailed by many farmers on its way up 
who desired to ship their stock to places 
of safety, but as every available inch 
of space on the boat was occupied many 
farmers were compelled with their fami- 
lies to seek high grounds.

More and More Alarming Grows 
the Flood Situation in Mis- 
sissippi Valley 


T0 THE High GROUNDS 
PEOPLE ARE FLEEING 


Thousands of Men Are at Work on 
the Levees Hoping To Keep the 
Mighty River in Its Banks. 
Much Damage Is Al- 
ready Reported. 


Memphis, Tenn., March 10.—~The rive 
tonight is above 35 feet on the gauge and 
rising. The current is swifter and more 
driftwood is running than at any pre- 
vious time during the present rise. These 
Signs are taken as indicating that there 
will be a rapid increase in the speed 
of the rise tonight and tomorrow. Be- 
tween.8 o'clock this morning and 4 o’clock 
this afternoon a rise of three-tenths of 
an inches was recorded. 

All these conditions tend to give a most 
gloomy view of the flood situation and 
uneasiness is increasing on every hand. 
The officials of the levee boards and the 
United States engineers continue to gay 
there is no immediate necessity for ex- 
cessive anxiety, but further than this 
they give no encouragement and say that 
a grave state of affairs seems inevitable, 

The government steamer Atlee left to- 
night for White river with a cargo of ma- 
terial and a large boay of patrols. All pa- 
trols are under arms. 

Refugees from the lowlands are arriv- 
ing at this port by every boat and many 
have sought higher land in the vicinity of 
their homes, awaiting developments. The 
government engineers here have officially 
stated that the situation is very Serious 
and predict that within a week the high- 
est water ever experienced will be rushing 
through the levee channels. 

Lowlands Are Flooded. 

Reports from points in Mississipp, say 
that the lowlands are completely inun- 
daitted and in many cases stock is suffer- 
ing. The negro farmers have abandoned 
their homes for high ground. 

Captain Lucas, chief of the government 
forces, has furnished the St. Francis 
levee board the use of the steamer Ab- 
bott and this vessel, under the direction 
of Captain Lee Vasseur, assistant engi- 
neer, will patrol the levees stretching along 
the river between Cat island and Pecan 
Point. From Pecan Point. north. the 
steamer Graham will do sentry duty. In 
addition to these vessels the government 
boat Chisca will be used as a reserve ves- 
sel. 

The condition of the embankment @ 
miles north of Memphis, where the water 
is flooding around the end of the levee 
in the 17-mile gap, where embankments 
have never been built is serious. It is 
believed to be one of the most dangerous 
places along the river. It is reported that 
the water Is slowly washing away the 
levee there by running around it. The 
engineers in charge have put in temporary 
revetments, but not before the counties 
of Lee and Crittenden, in Arkansas, were 
overflowed. 

Captain Potter, chief engineer of the 
third levee district, said today that his 
force was prepared for the flood and that 
the embankments are all in good condi- 
tion. Three steamers patrolling the ter- 
ritory with all the necessary emergency 
supplies aboard. 

White river, in Arkansas, this morning 
reached the danger line and is still rising. 
Backwater from the Mississipi river 
reaches as far as Clarendon, Ark., and 
the rains of the last few days threatem 
a disastrous overflow. Black river is sta- 
tionary this morning, but heavy rains on 
the upper White river promises a further 
rise. 

STRENGTHENING LEVEES 
AT NEW ORLEANS 

New Orleans, March 10.—The river here 
today registered 19.8 feet this morning, a 
rise of only two-tenths of a foot in the 
past twenty-four hours. It is still 1.2 
foot below the record of 1897. 

Much of the present flood is due to the 
water which has poured out of the Red, 
Arkansas and other lower streams, and 
the engineers are hopeful that consider- 
able of this waiter will be carried off ba- 
fore the effect of the freshets in the Ohio, 
Tennessee and other upper rivers are felt 
here. The Orleans levee board continues 


its employment of men to fill sacks with — 


sand. Dirst is being hauled to the river 
front and weak places made secure. No 
news of additional breaks along the La- 
Fourche have been received. The two 
which occurred yesterday have caused 
a great decline in the stream and have 
relieved the strain upon the levees upon 
either bank. While the damage by these 
breaks will be considerable it will be 
entirely local. 

The state engineers today addressed a 
communication to the maritime exchange 
asking that masters of steam vessels be 
asked to run under slow bells. There 
have been threats to shoot into vessels 
which do not obey this request. Much 


‘damage is done to the levees at the 


present stage of the river by the waves 
from steamers running at fast speed. 


It was announced today that the Or- 


leans levee board during the spell of 
high water would keep its offices open 
all ninght and that forces of men would 
be maintained in the even of emergen- 
cies. 

Though the state engineers repose gregt 
confidence in the Louisiana levee sys- 
t@ém, there is considerable apprehension 
that something will give way up the 
river if the predictions of the weather 
bureau are realized.

Thousands of acres of fine farming lands 
along Steeles bayou are inundated and the 
back water is rapidly spreading. In this 
section of country there will doubtless 
be heavy loss of farm animals, 4s facili- 
ties for rescuing them are poor.

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HOWLING MOBS: 
RULE IN TOLEDO 


Striking Teamsters Create Reign 
of Terrain City, ° 


Non-Union Men Are Assaulted in 
Spite of the Police—Governor 
Nash Will Be Asked To 
Send State Troops for 
Protection. 


Toledo, Ohio, March 10—Owing to ap 
attack made on non-union teamsters here 
today by striking teamsters, the Toledo 
Cartage Association has declared its in- 
tention of asking Governor Nash to send 
troops to ithis city to protect its non- 
union men. Scenes of violence have been 
repeated on the streets since last night, 
revolvers have been flashed and the po- 
lice have refused to interfere. 

Today has been one of the most excit- 
ing in the city’s history, nor ig the ex- 
citement abated by the strikers’ decla- 
ration that a general strike will be call- 
ed, and that no Toledo freight will be 
hauled by teamsters in any part of the 
country. The trouble began at noon, 
when an enraged mob of four hundred 
strikers and sympathizers followed a 
truck through the _ principal business 
streets, endeavoring to knock and pull 
from his place a non-union driver. The 
mob also attempted to do violence to 
Manager Turner, of the Moreton Truck 
Company. In whirling around a corner 
the truck was overturned and the next 
instant the non-union driver and mana- 
ger were on the pavement with the mob 
on top of them. In the melee the two 
objects of the attack escaped.into a 
restaurant, where waitresses screened 
them from and defied the howling mop 
that was at their heels until the police 
interfered. 

The police escorted 
safety, but then gave notice that any 
further provocation given the strikers 
would be the fault of the employers, and 
they would not interfere hereafter. Later 
the report was received that an attempt 
had been made to throw a ‘‘cab’”’ driver 
into the river, but had been frustrated by 
the police. Not half an hour later an- 
other non-union driver was torn from a 
truck in front of the Moreton truck of- 
fice, and at the point of a revolver was 
compelled to run for his life. Similar

Y., March 10.—From eighteen 
to twenty lives were lost and fully twice 
that number of people were burned or 
bruised by the explosion of oil late last 
night following a wreck on the Erie rail- 
road, north of this city. Owing to the 
fact that some of the bodies were incin- 
erated in the fierce flames or blown into 
the creek by the fierce explosion the 
exact number of dead will probabiy not 
be known for several days. The num- 
ber of injured, too, is uncertain, as a 
large number of them were able to reach 
their homes and received treatment there.

Some of them were so badly 
burned and distorted as to be scarcely 
recognized. Several bodies were found in 
the ditch.

People who ame. prone to criticise 
the last congress ff r passing appropri- 
ations amounting t@eammblion and a 
half dollars will do well to reflect that 
the United States hag become a world 
power. And it costs to be a world 
power. : 
The time was when we considered a 
little “billion dolar congress” an ‘ex- 
pensive luxury; but that was before 
we became a World power. Now it 
takes half as much again to keep the 
machinery running, and it may not be 
long before we can boast of a two- 
billion-dollar congress. Indeed, we 
narrowly missed it this time. 

The appropriations made by the last 
congress for the fiscal years 1903-1904 
aggregate $1,554,108,619, and that was 
after a number of other appropriations 
had been knocked out altogether. It 
is interesting, of course, to know just 
where all of this money goes. Most 
of the increase goese-to the army and 
navy—$54,000,000 inerease for the 
former and $52,000,000 for the latter.

To Avoid The Hague. 

It is announced in Washington that, 
after all, there is a strong probability 
that the entire question of the pay- 
in- 


tion tribunal for adjudication, will be 
settled by mutual agreement of the 
parties at interest. If the matter takes 
this turn, the late belligerent allies 
will be especially gratified, for they 
have little to gain and possibly much 
to lose in abiding by the decision of 
the court of arbitration. 

The Washington Times says that

Indeed, we need only 
stop to consider how awkward and 
amazing it would be to have to go 
back to the old conditions in order to 
convince ourselves that railway con- 
solidation is in the line of progress— 
perhaps even a necessary outcome of 
modern conditions. 

And what has been the south’s ex- 
perience will, probably, also be Cuba’s 
experience—with the additional ad- 
vantage of having millions of new 
capital invested and new roads built 
where necessary. The southern states, 
as is well known, were already pretty 
well supplied with railroads before our 
era of railway consolidation began, 
and since then it has mainly been 
found necessary to develop these 
roads and bring them up to the high- 
est standard of efficiency.

To Fix Day for Tax Returns. 

It is expected that the state tax com- 
mission will meet next Monday for the 
purpose of selecting a day to be made the 
tasis for all returns of property for tax- 
ation for the present year. The tax com- 
mission which has charge of this matter 
is composed of the governor, comptroller 
general and state treasurer. It Is re- 
quired by law that they shall select a day 
within certalIn limits, and each citizen 
must return for taxation a¥ of the prop- 
erty owned by him or that day. Last 
year March 1 was the date selected. The 
date is always chosen a .week,,or two 
back, so that no one can avoid the pag> 
ment of taxes by the transfer of prop- 
erty to other parties or sending it out of 
the state. 

To Discuss School Census. 

The state board of education will prob- 
ably hold a mecting today for ‘the pur- 
pose of considering the matter ofa School 
census of the state. This board is com- 
posed of the govepnor, the state school 
commissioner, the secretary of state, the 
comptroller general and the attorney 
general. 

The law requires that a schoo] census 
shall be taken every five years, and this 
is the year for doing the work. It is 
rermitted, however, to estimate the cen- 
sus in that vear where it is taken closest 
following the census of the United States. 
At its last meeting the state board had 
the matter under discussion, but did not 
finally decide whether it would estimate 
the census this year’ or have a census 
taken. The board was inclined to have 
the work done by esjimate because of 
the great saving of money involved, per- 
mitting those counties and citles which 
desire it to have a census taken, the ex- 
pense to be paid out of their proportion 
of the echool fund.

Correct Spelling. 

Savannah News: Josh Billings (or pos- 
sibly it was Artemus Ward) said that 
a man who couldn’t spell a word more 
than one way was a “‘fule.”” According to 
his philosophy, a written language was 
merely a mode of conveying thought, and 
just the thought was conveyed in- 
telligently the language should not be 
bound by rules of orthography. Never- 
theless the person who spells a word in 
more than one way, and invariably spells 
it the wrong way, is regarded by educated 
people as being, not a “‘fule,’’ by more or 
less ignorant. Spelling is the first step 
taught in primary education. It is one 
of the compulsory studies in the graded 
schools: yet there are numbers of gradu- 
ates of high schools and colleges who 
never master it. Is it because not suffi- 
cient stress !s laid on the value of cor- 
rect spelling? It not an uncommon 
thing in newspaper offices to find, in 
manuscripts submitted by even people in 
the learned professions, ordinary words 
wrongly spelled. dn business letters, 
dictated to stenographers, incorrect 
spelling is very common. 

For the purpose of improving the spell- 
ing in professional and business 
correspondence, Professor David Jones, 
of Missouri, has inaugurated a “spelling 
reform crusade.’ He thinks that no in- 
stitution of higher learning, and no busi- 
ness college. should. issue diplomas to 
students until they rank 100 in spelling. 
‘Correct spelling is distinctively the basis 
of true education,’ he asserts, “and the 
failure to recognize this is the cause of 
much dissatisfaction in the business world 
today."’ The average typewriter and 
stenographer, fresh from a a commercial 
college, is more than apt to be deficient 
in spelling. Proficiency in shorthand or 
typewriting may have been acquired 
without the instructor detecting a de- 
ficiency in spelling; but this latter shows 
itself quickly when a position is secured 
and correspondence begun. The pro- 
fessor tells of a young stenographer whe 
applied for work. The shorthand notes 
were readily taken in a test, and the mat- 
ter was correctly and quickly read from 
the notes. “But, pardon me,” observed 
the prospective employer, ‘““an you 
spell?’ “Oh, my spelling never troubles 
me in*the least,’’ was the cheerful re- 
sponse. Later the employer found that 
to‘be the absolute truth; the spelling did 
not trouble the stenographer. in,the least, 
but ‘it. troubled the.employer and his;cor- 
respondents quite a good deal. The

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, March 10.—Wall street made 
another sudden reversal of sentiment to- 
day and relapsed Into gloom. After yes- 
terday’s strong recovery there was a feel- 
ing of great relief and a disposition to 
take roseate views of the facilities at 
hand for the money market, but it began 
to appear again today that the sweeping 
up of new resources brought within reach 
of the local money market by the rise in 
interest rates was going on at too rapid 
a rate and could not be indefinitely ex- 
tended. The very large reduction in the 
Outstanding short interest effected by yes- 
terday’s enormous buying to cover short 
contracts also deprived the market of a 
very important sustaining force. Senti- 
ment accordingly shifted to the bear 
side again. 
terially altered from those of yesterday, 
but extreme sensitiveness was apparent 
to all sugestions of possible difficulties. 
The shifting rumors regarding the al- 
leged contest between the speculative 
pool in Southern Pacific and the Union 
Pacific holdings in that stock were made 
the instrument of extensive operations. 
Last night's rumors that an agreement 
had been made between the two parties 
were contradicted, and vague intimations 
were thrown out of coming 
Which would threaten demoralization to 
the stock market. The affair offers very 
little in way of substantial 
and does not reach beyond the realms of 
speculation. Of: more substantial char- 
acter was the resumption by the banks 
of the calling of loans. The violent 
break here and there among some oOb- 
scure stocks suggested also a process of 
weeding out ofr undesirable’ collateral. 
The slump in the American Ice stocks 
was explained by the difficulties develop- 
ed at the annual meeting. ‘The break 
in the common reached 4 1-4 and the pre- 
ferred 10, with rallies of 1 1-8 and 3 1-2, 
respectively. This incident and the raid- 
ing down of Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way 2 points caused an unfavorable im- 
pression and led to the first violent de- 
cline after the market had fallen into-a 
dull and heavy condition. The weakness 
then became quite uniform throughout 
the list, except htat Southern Pacific and 
inion 
in the speculation. The free selling all 
day by the bears led to a substantial 
rally, reaching between 1 and 2 points in 
the last hour for the active 
leaders when they covered their shorts. 
The exhaustion of the demand at the 
higher level, however, prompted renewed 
selling.

The drop to below that rate after 
the principal demand had been satisfied 
was without special significance. The 
recovery in foreign exchange and the 
rise in discounts at London are highly 
significant, and conveyed an intimation 
of the effect to follow an undue resort to 
foreign credit facilities. Another evidence 
of the dominance of the money situation 
was the sensitiveness of the speculation 
to rumors ragarding the manner in which 
payments are to be made to the Panama 
eanal stockholders. A formulated report 
of the intention of the secretary of the 
treasury to draw on government deposits 
with banks to the extent of $20,000,000 to 
$25,000,000 for this payment aggravated the 
market's weakness, Tne subtreasury took 
from the money market nearly a million 
and a half dollars yesterday and $100,000 
was deposited at the subtreasury for 
transfer to New Orleans. Amalgamated 
and’ American Smelting showed some 
strength on the advance in copper and 
lead, and Reading made a temporary 
advance on a denial of rumors that the 
miners were to be put on short time.
